On October 29, 2013 the assigned ALJ issued notice and a copy of “Findings of Fact, 

Conclusions of Law and Non-Final Order of Administrative Law Judge” granting judgment after 

evidentiary hearing to Respondent Indiana Department of Workforce Development (“DWD”)

Order of the Commission pursuant to the public Commission decision.  Ind. Code §§ 4-21.5-3.

this matter.  A person who wishes to seek judicial review must file a petition with an appropriate
